& convincentArgument againſt himſelf. 

&W And reaſon sheyeth the ſame. Foricr 
| muſtneeds be an evident truth , which 
the Advyerſarie therof confeſſeth. Ar 
| leaſt,his confeſſion therof, muſt needs 
| bemoſtforcible againſt himſelf, as we

rience Sheweth , that no proofs, more

frme that Church, with which it 1s mant- 
fett, we communicate, and they dont , 
they confes they are overcome , and shew 
mot plainely fo you, if you be wiſe , what 
you 5hould leave, and what yo Should 
follow. Which he repeateth againe 
epiſt. 152. Andthe ſame confes diyers 
of the Learneder Proteſtants; Calvin 
Inſtitit. 1. 4,C. 2.$. 10. We cannotgrant 

them(Papilſts) « Church , but we mut 
needs be ſubiett, and obey. Item : If they 
be Churches , the keyes are with them,and 
the keyes have an inſeparable tie with the 
word. If they be Churches , Chriſts pro- 
miſe is of force with them; whomſoever 
you shal binde, &c.

ether haue publikely diſpured*againſt 

Maſse,or commaunded Luther to pu- 

blish his diſputation againſt it : But he

Moreouer , the Diuel in this diſpute 
expreſly exhorteth Lutherto hope or 
preſumption, For heſaith : Chri/f 1n- 
ftituted , that this Sacrament chowld be 
diſtributed to the Church , and the Coma- 
nicants, for to raiſe vp and ftrigthen their 
faith in what agonic ſorner of Varions 
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And isjit like, 
Ner hing,. hathe,whointhis diſpute thus encou- 
reth that raged to hope and confidence , inthe 
; Fug ” ſametempred to deſpaire? But admit, 
Maſſis the that the Diuel intended to driue Lu- 
Devels ##c- ther to deſpaire : that was by per- 
"M7 {wading him , that Maſle , which 
he had ſo aften ſaid , was idolatric. 

Ando ſtil,7hat Maſe is idolatrie,is the 

dottrin of theDiuel, and iudged ofthe 

Duel, asa fit meanes to bring kuther 

ro deſpaire.So that this Anſwer rather 
Sheweth, That Maſe is idolatrie, is the 

do&rin of the Diuel, then the cotrarie, 

becaus it was not only taught of the 

Dinel alone, contrarieto the faith of 

the vnwerſal Church of Chriſt , bur 

alſo was iudged by hima fit meanes to 
dre Luther todeſperation, Thus we 

| ſee, that Proteſtants haue no probable 
3 shift to denie, that the Principal point 
; of their do@rin, That Maſſe is idolarrie 
ornaugbt, isthe doarin of the Diuel, 
and conſequently , no probableshifr 
to denic, that they areſuch, as S. Paul 
r, Tipe, 4.foretold: That I» the latter dates ſome 
chal depart from faith , harkning to ſpirits 
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of errors , and dottrins of Dinels. A 


ſafer to follow that dorin , which as 
learned Proteſtants confes, al Chriſti- 
ans from the higheſt to the loweſt be- 
leued,and in which they pur the prore 
and pup of their ſaluation, then that 
doCtrin,which ſomeProteſtits plaine- 
ly confes ,'and none can probably 
denie,butitis the doCtrin of theDuel? 
And I would hauvethe Reader to con- 
hder wel thes points, Firſt, that it was 
a real diſpute of theDiuel with Luther, 
when hewas awake, Secondly, it was 
a ſecret diſpute of the-Dinel with Lu- 
ther only , and at midnight.

reaſonsandperſyaſions he could, to 
perſyadeLuther,thatMaſſe was1dola- 
trie. Fiftly , that his diſpute was againſt 
a thing , in which al Chriſtians at 


that time , did ſertheprore and pup of 


their ſaluation. Sixrly , that if it were

Andifit bethedoQtrin 
of Diuels that Maſle isnaughr, it is the 
doQrin of God, that Maſse is good. 
Andthus muchourt of learned Prorcſ- 
tanrs confeſſions , that the Roman 
Church is a true Church, and thatin 
D __ _ herisfauing faith, ſaluation, and fa- 
k - fetie: and thatjthe cheifeſt point of 
Y Proteſtant Religion , is the doCtrin of 
= the deuil, from which God deliuer al
